The present oomplaint dated 15th October, 1983 has been filed by Shri Baldev Raj, workman against 
themanagement of M /s. Saraswati Sugar Mills, Yamunanagar under Section 33 -A of the Industrial Disputos Act, 
1947 in which it wasalleged that the order of dismissal passed by the respondent-management on 1st October, 1984 
was mala fide and wasmeant to victimise the claimant and to stop him from pursuing the case of the Union hearing 
Reference No. 17/1980 . 


2. The management has moved the application under Section 33(2 )(b ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 for approval of its action in dismissing the petitioner , which was received on Sth October , 1984 , prior to the 
filing of this application . The misconduct alleged in the approval application was not connected with the dispute 
pending in this Court bearing reference No. 17/80. The approval application has been diecided today separately 
in which it hasbeen held that the Managementwas entitled to the approval of its action in dismissing,the petitioner. 
Consequently the complaint under Section 33-A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 is not maintainable because 
the application for approval was filed by the management. The present complaint is , therefore, dismissed being 
not maintainable . The award is passed accordingly
